OF KIANGSU 
POCKET. 


— Nanking, Jan. 6. 
_ The Nationalist campaign to 
liquidate the Communist North 
Kiangsu pocket, which menaces 
the Shanghai-Nanking area, is 
“fast drawing to a successful 
close” after six months’ of fight- 
ing, the Hsin Min Pao said to- 
day. . ' ‘ : ; 

The paper sald fhe Communists are 
now. compressed in oa small area 
nround Shuyang, 50 miles uorth of 
Hunlyin, where they. are reinforced 
constantly by new troops from Shan- 
tung and making a desperate ‘effort 
to maintain thelr last remaining foot- 
hold south of the Lunghai Rallway. 

The main Communist force is con- 
eentrated in the-Shuyang arca, which 
Is the only place ‘in -North Kiangeu 
where orguniscd Communist. reals- 
tance still exists. The area represents 
roughly about a tenth of the original 
Communist pocket. 

There js-.usually heavy fighting fn 
this district. “Small Communtist 
marauding forces are still scattered 
in many parta of North Kinngsu but 
the Nationalists are steadily mopping 
them up. 

The paper sald Nationalist milltary 
quarters belicve all Communist resis- 
tance ‘in North Klongsw can be liqui- 
dated “within a very ‘short thne.”"—}

Alert For 
High Seas 
In Pacific | 


San Francisco, Jan. 6. 

The U.S.. Navy reported to- 
day there were no fatalities and 
little - damage, on Palmyra 
Island, though tho Navy is 
maintaining its alert for a re- 
currence of high waters. The 
situation at present is described 
as “under control.” 

Radio reports direct from Palmyra 
station said the storm: subsided on 
Sunday night, and the worst Js 
apparently over. Beside the. 108 
naval personnel, It is known there 
are five civilian scientists and their 
familles on the atoll. As for as ts 
known there are five women and, two 
children among those menaced with 
death if high waters return. 

Warnings have been flashed also 
to Canton Island to expect high 
mas Island, where 79 army person- 
nel and a British representative are 
statloned. 

The Palmyra personnel are ree 
ported to have been gathered on 
Cooper Islet, which: js the largest 
and highest of the 52 bits of coral 
comprising the atoll, most of which 
tise tess than six feet above the 
surface of the sea, There is a run- 
way on Cooper Isict from which aon 
Army bomber was able to take off 
at the height of the storm. 

The stormy seas are expected to
